TURNING the provincial eye first of 
all, of course, upon New York, one 
gees a brigade of axmen and wreckers at 
work cutting their way through the heart 
of historic Greenwich village to make way 
for the extension of Seventh avenne ‘from 
its present terminus to the Battery. 
Quality row and the old maze of crook- 
ed little streets which still held the tradi- 
tions of New York’s early grandeur are 
fast being torn down and cut through to 
make room for the new avenue. 
Under this extension, which is to cost 
$12,000,000, the new subway is to be 
built. 
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3 an incident of the subway construc- 

tion another change has been made 
in the face of the city which will make 
the judicious mourn. Union square, that 
bit of green turf and tall shade trees set 
down in the heart of the city, has been 
almost destroyed by the subway contract- 
ors. 

Under the old square a big express sta- 
tion is to be built, and in its building it 
has seemed necessary to chop down most 
of the big trees which have made Union 
square one of the beauty spots of the 
island,

The California metropolis is one of the 
few American cities which have followed 
the universal English rule of burning 
their garbage instead of handling it in a 
reducing plant. 

The new incinerators will each have a 
tapacity for destroying 120 tons of refuse 
per day. They have been built on the 
English model and are now being given 
their final test before being accepted by 
the city and going under municipal oper- 
ation.

Springfield, III., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—Roger 
C. Sullivan is a candidate for the Democratie 
nomination for United States senator, and 
his chief and possibly his only opponent is 
likely to be Mayor Carter H. Harrison of 
Chicago. 

No definite quoted statement eomes from 
Mr. Sullivan, but he is in the going as actively 
and belligerently as any man that ever start- 
ed after a nomination in Illinois. From 
sources not to be questioned and with the 
assurance that no combination of factional] 
politics will change the purpose of Mr. Sul- 
livan, his friends are going back to their 
counties and districts with authority to start 
the Sullivan campaign immediately. 


Sabath Brings Harrison Word. 

Mayor Harrison's contingent candidacy 
was launched openly just as soon as the 
mayor's personal lieutenants at the Demo- 
cratic day roundup at the state fair today 
became fully convinced that the Sullivan 
candidacy was no longer a myth. The two 
were Congressman A. J. Sabath, chairman, 
and City Prosecutor James S. McInerney, 
secretary of the H.-H. Democratic organi- 
zation. 

Mayor Harrison will be an announced 
candidate for the senatorship at the moment 
a formal annoyncement comes from Roger 
C. Sullivan that he is ready for a primary 
fight,“ was the statement of Congressman 
Sa bath. It Is only the political judgment

Sullivan and Sabath Talk. 
Mr. ‘Sullivan and Congressman Sabath had 
a blustery talk at 5 o'clock this afternoon at 
the Democratic headquarters tent on the 
state fair grounds in the presence of wit- 
nesses, chosen by each. Prior to that the Sul- 
livan organization lieutenants, one in each 
congressional district, had spread the infor- 
mation that Mr. Sullivan is ready and will- 
ing. The news of the counter boom for Har- 
rison reached Mr. Sullivan at 4 o'clock while 
he and Gov. Dunne were in the receiving 
line at the Democratic headquarters shaking 
hands with the men from the counties. 

Mr. Sullivan told Mr. Sabath that he in- 
tended to be a candidate for the senate on the 
basis of the expressions of support which had 
come to him; on the basis of his position in 
the party in the state; on the basis of his re- 
lations to the nomination of President WII 
son, and his support of the president and his 
policies since the Wilson inauguration, and 
on the basis that he thinks he can win the 
nomination in the Democratic primaries next 
year against all comers and that he can de- 
feat Senator Lawrerice T. Sherman in the 
November election—at least that be is willing 
to take the latter chance. 


Claims of Harrison Forces. 

Congressman Sabath's reply, in substance. 
it is understood, was that the Harrison men 
have understood for some time that Sullivan 
intended becoming a candidate; that the per- 
fection of the H.-H. organization nas been 
based always on such an ultimate possibility. 
and that only one candidate can make the 
race against him, and that the candidate is 
Mayor Harrison himself. 

Congressman Sabath, it is learned, assured 
Mr. Sullivan that Mayor Harrison has been 
forced into this position by the tactica of the 
Sullivan Democracy in Chicage; that all 
reason has been swept aside in the effort ot 
the Sullivan forces to attack any Democrat 
allied with the H.-H. wing, and that every 
advantage which has been gained by the 
anti-Sullivan Democrats since the days of 
the “train robber convention, prior to the 
nomination of Parker in St. Louis in 1004 
will have gone to nought unless Mayor Har- 
rison asserts the leadership immediately of 
the anti-Sullivan people and becomes an 
avowed opponent of Sullivan for senator. 

The answer of Mr. Sullivan, according to 
his friends, was that he cares not for the at- 
titude of Mayor Harrison nor for the position 
which may be taken by any of his possible 
opponents. 

Downstate Wants Candidate. 

The probable attitude of the down state 
anti-Sullivan Democrats, in such a critical 
primary fight as is now assured, was re- 
flected in an interview with Millard F. Dun- 
lap of Jacksonville, who with O. P. Thompson 
neld the leadership of the contest against 
Mr. Sullivan in St. Louis and, backed by 
William J. Bryan, at the Peoria state con- 
vention in 1906.

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WILL BLOW OPEN 
BIG CANAL TODAY 


President Wilson to Push But- 
ton, Exploding Forty Tons of 
Dynamite in Panama. 


LETS TWO OCEANS MEHEHx. 


Washington, D. O., Oct. 9.—Preasing a but- 
ton at 2 p. m. tomorrow at the White House, 
President Wilson will release an electric 
current that will travel over land and under 
sea to the Panama canal to explode a charge 
of dynamite and destroy Gamboa dike. 

This dike is the last great physical ob- 
struction to the opening of water communica- 
tion between the two oceans, although the 
wreckage of the dike and two earth slides, 
one at Cucaracha and another at Gold Hill, 
must be out through before the canal actually 
can be opened. 


Pacific Coast to Celebrate, 

Destruction of Gamboa dike will be cele- 
brated, not only at the White House but all 
along the Pacific coast. 

Originally it had been intended to set off 
the charge at 9 o'clock in the morning, but 
President Wilson granted the request for a 
change to accommodate points in the Pa- 
cific time Hmit. 

When the electric current started by Prest- 
dent Wilson traverses the land wires to Gal- 
veston and passes beneath the gulf of Mexico 
by cable to the isthmus, the canal engineers 
expect the spark to explode the charges of 
dynamite which have been buried in the 800 
feet of dike which at present stands between 
Getun lake and the famous Culebra out. 


Blast Biggest at Canal, 

The blast will be the largest ever attempted 
in work on the Panama canal. More than 
1,000 holes have been drilled in the dike and 
each hole contains from 80 to 100 pounds of 
dynamite, amounting in the aggregate to 
forty tons. 

A fleet of dredges will attack the slides as 
soon as they have cleared the wreckage of 
the dike, and although Col. Goethals in his 
telegram tothe canal commission today made 
no prediction it is believed it will be possible 
to have the lighter boats used by the canal 
diggers to pass from ocean to ocean in a few 
weeks.

Second Deputy Places Official 
List In Hands of Chief 
McWeeny and Mayor. 


SOUTH SIDE “WIDE OPEN” 


Buffet Flats and Saloons Frequented 
by Women Found in Many 
Sections. 


PUTS BLAME ON POLICE APATHY 


Official records of the police department 
show that vice conditions are flourishing 
and spreading in each of the three sections 
of Chicago. ‘ 

The most recent report of Maj. M. L. O, 
Funkhouser, second deputy superintendent 
of police, describes the situation. It was 
placed in the hands of Chief MeWeeny and 
Mayor Harrison a week ago today. A copy 
was obtained by THE TRIBUNE yesterday. It 
ig the first official report of the extent of the 
social evil in Chicago ever made public. 


Find More than 100 Buffet Flats 
The investigators found more than 100 
buffet flats and similar resorts with their 
doors open to the public, They listed forty 
saloons frequented by unescorted women or 
women accompanied by professional escorts. 
They were accosted on the street by wom- 
en having headquarters at recognised saloon 
“hangouts.” They bought beer and whisky 


listened to music until daybreak. They vis- 
ited dozens of shady hotels where all bars 
were down. 

The south side, from | th street to 
Thirty-firat street, is reported wide open,” 
but conditions west of the old west side levee 
and on the north side, between the river and 
Chicago avenue, are condemned also. 


Investigation Work Orippled. 
Maj. Bunkhouser has complained repeat- 


ment of only five men, with limited expenses. 
They have been at work three months. 

Prior to July temporary investigators were 
used for short periods. Numerically this ig 
the seventh report since the morals division. 
of the police force was created. Some of the 
places included in this document have been 
mentioned in every previous report, and most 
of them are supported by observations of 
two or more investigators. 

Each one of the reports has been ple cod in 
the hands of the chief and the mayor. The 
police reorganization ordinance does not di- 
rect the second deputy to do anything more 
than to report conditions to his superior. 
The enforcement of law is placed in the 
hands of the chief. All of the cases cited by 
Maj. Funkhouser are violations of the law. 


Social Evil Uncovered, 

The second deputy presents his evidence 
concisely and arranges it according to police 
precincts. In most instances it merely is 
list of saloons, flats, and hotels discovered 
with a brief description of the offense of eacn. 
Occasionally there is inserted a paragraph or 
two in reference to a special case. 

Under this method he lista ten police pre- 
cincts as those within which the soctal evil 
has been uncovered. The worst of these is 
the old ‘pred light” district and adjoining 
territory in the Twenty-second street pre- 
cincta; but the list of disreputable places in 
the territory directly south of it is a close 
second, 

This is the Cottage Grove precinct and Uapt. 
Michael Ryan's jurisdiction extends over 
both, and both are “ wide open.” 


Some Districts Fairly “Clean.” 

Unlike past investigations, the mayor's 
work ‘shows the situation in the Desplaines 
street district and in South Chicago fairly 
clean.“ As much is not said for West 
Madison street beyond Ashland avenue and 
the north side territory under Capt. John 
Rehm of the East Chicago avenue station 
is pictured as the one section of the city in 
which street walking is permitted without 
interference. 

The South Clark street district is black 
marked for the number of “ women cafés” 
tolerated, and the same is true of the Central 
detall, in which five cafés allow immoral 
habitués to operate. The West Lake street 
and the Warren avenue stations, under 
Lieut. Patrick McWeeny and Capt. John 
Ryan, recently transferred from Englewood, 
have black marks against them, 

The report contains this paragraph: 

“There has been some improvement in the 
gambling situation, and such as has been 
found is practically confined to places shown 
in previous reports and are not being taken 
up tn this report.” 


Blacklisted in Loop District, 

Under the caption “ First precinct,” which 
is covered by the Central detail under Capt. 
John Gibbons, the second deputy states that 
what street soliciting has been found in the 
southern part of the precinct is very guard- 
ed and not conspicuous.”

D. A. Tolman Is Convicted of 
Charging Usurious Rates. 


NOW IN NEW YORK TOMBS. 


Women Clerks Fail to Save Employer 
from the Penitentiary. 


New York, Oct. 9.—{Special.J—Daniel H. 
Tolman, “king of loan sharks, was sen- 
tenced to six months in the penitentiary this 
afternoon by Justices Zeller, Forker, and 
Collins in Special Sessions court. He was 
convicted of charging a usurious rate of in- 
terest to one Carl Schick, a clerk, on a $10 
loan. 

Tolman is the biggest man in this line of 
business in the United States. He owns fifty- 
six offices in cities all over the country. 
Scores of times his girl managers have been 
arrested and fined, but never before, except 
a few weeks ago in Trenton, N. J., when he 
was convicted of keeping a disorderly house, 
has he ever been convicted personally of car- 
rying on this line of business. 


Court Shows No Sympathy. 

„ have no sympathy for this man, who 
has been engaged in this unspeakeble busi- 
ness,” Justice Zeller said, in passing sentenoe, 
„% Such a man is a disgrace to the community. 
The methods by which he tried to cover up 
his usurious transactions, under the guise of 
buying commercial paper, were nothing but 
a miserable subterfuge to evade the laws of 
this state. 

I have less feeling for him than he had 
for this poor devil, from whom he had been 
collecting $1.25 a week for twelve weeks’on a 
$10 loan. The sentence of this court is that 
you shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
for six months.”

ALLOWED TOLEAVESTATE

The writer of the article in the 8 
Magazine suggests as a cure for the alarm - 
ing inerease of defectives state registration 
of the unfit, with a view of preventing their 
mating. There will undoubtedly be violent 
opposition to euch interference by the state 
with constitutional rights and personal lib- 
erty of the individual. Still, the solution 
advanced by the writer—the prevention of 
the mating of the unfit—seems likely to come 
into favor more and more in ever widening 
circles of society. 


SAFETY DAT. 
Mrs. Young has set today in the Chicago 
schools for a consideration of the subject of 
safety. We are, perhaps, the most careless: 
of nations, wasting life and property through 
headlong heedlessness. Youth and child- 
hood are always reckless, but in the United 
States there is special for trying to 
inculcate habits of care in the young. . 

An interesting discussion of carelessness 
as a cause of the destruction of life which 
is a reproach against us was published re- 
cently in the Outlook. The author is Mr. 
Marcus A. Dow, an expert employed by the 
New York Central lines as “ general safety 
agent.” Mr. Dow calle attention to the 
enormous slaughter of trespassers on rail- 
road rights of way and begs for public eda- 
cation and for legislation to check this drain 
of precious life. 

Interstate Commerce Commissioner Mc- 
Chord, in. an address last year, declared 
that during the last twenty years on our rail- 
ways 86,733 trespassers have been killed 
and 04,646 injured. 

There is an idea that most of these vic- 
tims are trainpe,.but investigation shows 
the contrary. Says Mr. Dow: 

“On one of the great railways of the 
country an investigation was recently made 
dy one of its officials for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the status of the great body of tres- 
passers killed annually, and the reports of 
1,000 cases of fatal injury to trespassers 
were examined, with the result that it was 
found that over 75 per cent of them were not 
*hobos’ or ‘tramps,’ but rather were 
tradesmen, wage earners, citizens living in 
the vicinity of where they. were killed, and 
many were women or children of tender 
years. One railway that has devoted much 
effort to the reduction of the trespass evil on 
its line has clacsified cu figures of Commis- 
sioner McChord covering twenty years’ cas- 
ualties to railway trespassers as follows: 

“Twenty-five thousand young people un- 
det 18 years of age residing in the vicinity 
of the accident, m of them’ under 10 years 
of age. 

“ Thirty-six thousand two hundred and 
seventy-six tramps and hobos. 

“One Bundred and twenty thousand one

EXCLUSIONS FROM SCHOOL. 
HE New York health department re- 
cently has revised its rules for exclud- 
ing children from school on account 
of contagion. 

Children suffering trom diphtheria 
are excluded for at least one week and are 
not readmitted until the throat and nose are 
well and cultures are negative. The certifi- 
cate of health for readmission must come 
from the health department. Children 
from the same family residing at home can 
be readmitted to school at once if quaran- 
tine is well kept andi throat cultures are 
negative. 

If quarantine is not kept, all children from 
the family are excluded until the quarantine 
is raised. If children are removed from the 
infected home, they will be readmitted to 
school if cultures from their throatsshow no 
diphtheria bacilli. 


et ; 

Cases of Scarlet fever are excluded for 
at least five weeks or until the skin has 
stopped shedding and all ‘discharges from 
the nose and throat and all cough has 
atopped. Elsewhere in the report the sta te- 
ment is made that it is very doubtful that 
peeling has anything to do with the spread 
of scarlet fever. 

Nevertheless, the authorities do not feel 
certain enough ef their ground to rule thet 
peeling can be disregarded and attention 
concentrated on the nose and throat dis 
charges. 

When the scarlet fever germ has been dis- 
covered and studied, we may be able to 


shorten the exclusion period of some cases 


to one week, as with diphtheria, but that 
time has not yet arrived. If quarantine is 
kept, those children in the family who pre- 
viously have had ecarlet fever are allowed 
to remain in school. 3 

Children of the family whf have had 
acariet fever, but who have been removed 
from the house where the case occurred, are 
allowed to return to school after five days 
if in the meantime no scarlet fever has de- 
veloped among them. If they continue to 
reside at home they will be excluded from 
school until the cases are officially dis 


i charged.

In measles the patient is excluded from 
school until five days after the appearance 
of the rash, at which time, if the cough ard 
all discharges have disappeared, he can re- 
turn to school. Those children who already 
bave had measles can continue attending 
school if quarantine is kept. 

As the incubation period of measles is 
fourteen days, children removed from the 
home where a case is found are not admit- 
ted to echool for fourteen days after the 
removal. In German measles the child is 
excluded from school for one. week and ad- 


mitted upon a certificate from the achool ©

When the last baronet of the line, Sir Nell 
Menzies, died suddenly in Paris a few years 
ago, he bequeathed every vestige of the fam- 
ily property to his widow, a lady whom he 
had married after her divorce from the Earl 
of Stair, in a case in which he himself figured 
as co-respondent. 

Ostracited by his relatives and by Scotch 
society on account of the circumstances of 
the divorce, Lady Menzies hastened to place 
as quickly as possible, the property on tho 
market, and since then has been searching 
for a purchaser, having meanwhile become 
involved in financial difficulties which led. 
last spring, to a meeting at Edinburgh of her 
creditors for whose benefit nom df = prop- 
erty will be sold. 


Whether George Gould, ou has found the 
Menzies castle estate delightful as a tenant, 
will be equally pleased therewith as owner 
remains to be seen.

Canvass bes They Rule All 
North of the South San 
Luis Potosi Line. 


LOSE A FEW BIG CITIES. 


Execution of Gen. Alvirez and 
Federal Party by Rebels Con- 
firmed at Mexico City. 


* 


Laredo, Tex., Oct. 9.— [Special. IA careful 
investigation, covering Mexico from Tehuan- 
tepec and Oaxaca north to Texas, has dem- 
onstrated that the rebels control all that part 
of Mexico lying north of the San Luis Potosi- 
Aguas Calientes line, which, geographically, 
is the greater portion of the republic. 

In this region the troops of the Huerta 


government hold some of the principal towns | 


and control some of the railways, the opera- 
tion of which, however, is constantly inter- 
rupted. Everything else is in the hands of 
the rebels. 

The states of Morelos, Michoacan, and 
Guerrera in southern Mexico practically are 
run by the rebels. It is in these states that 
the Zapatistas ‘are operating. In all the 
other states of Mexico there are disturbances. 


Sympathy All with Rebels. 

Neither side is showing any great activity 
in a military way. The majority of the 
Mexican people favor the rebels, but the peo- 
ple lack sufficient patriotism and confidence 
in the leaders to take the field. The effort 
of Huerta to raise volunteers to fight in the 
federal ranks is a farce. 

Apparently the plan of Huerta, who is not 
himself a candidate for president at the com- 
ing election, is to permit the elections to be 
held and then have them declared invalid, 
thus retaining power in his hands. It is be- 
lieved that Huerta and his friends are plan- 
ning to grant huge concessions and contracts 
which are expectéd to give immense profits 
to the beneficiaries. 


Number of Spaniards Slain Unknown. 

Reports of attacks on Spanish resident of 
Torreon by victorious constitutionalist troops 
were received here today, but were indefinite 
as to the number killed or wounded. One 


Monterey newspaper, a government organ, 


quoted passengers who reached that city 
from Torreon yesterday as saying that be- 
fore they left sixteen persons had been exe- 
cuted, some being Spaniards, and that eight 
Spaniards were held captive until they paid 
‘ransom. 


Confirm Alvirez’s Execution. 

Mexico City, Oct. 9.—Confirmation of the 
execution by the rebels at Torreon of Gen. 
Alvirez, with his staff and a number of fed- 
eral soldiers, has been received by the war 
department from unofficial sources. Gen. 
Alvirez had started for Durango when he 
was defeated and his artillery ¢aptured by, 
the rebels. l

Commissioner Ekern of Wis- 
consin Condemns Faulty 
_ Municipal Housekeeping. 


CITES WORKING wait 


Tells Chicago Fire Prevention 
Day Audience of Teaching 
Precautionary Measures. 


“Slovenly municipal housekeeping, not 
faulty construction of.builMdings,” was yes- 
terday declared to be the cause of the in- 
creasing loss from fire in the United States. 
Herman L. Ekern, insurance commissioner 


Upin Toronto, where the city has already f 


of Wisconsin, gave this diagnosis at a. fire 
prevention meeting at the City club. He 
supported his theory with comparative 
statistics of German and American cities. 
The City club meeting was one feature of 
an extensive “fire prevention day pro- 
gram. The day was the forty-second anni- 
versary of the great fire in 1871. The Chi- 
cago Historical society held exercises and the 
Association of Commerce gave a program. 


Cites Fire Loss Increase, 
Wo don't compare well with the cities of 
the old world,’’ Mr. BEkern said, and the 


are not sound. We have let our cities just 
grow like Topsy, and the result is that Chi- 
cago, for example, has increased its fire loss 
over the first nine months of last year more 
than a million dollars. 

The loss of $250,000 in Berlin would be 
considered enormous. It isn’t because we 
don't build things right. We do. The great 
mass of our fires are due to our slovenly 
method of housekeeping. 

It is a mistake to charge that many fires 
are due.to criminal acts. Not more than 5 
per cent of fires are due to arson. Deliberate, 
sometimes unintentional carelessness— 
neglect of conditions—is the cause of 70 to 80 
per cent of ou? fires. And the conditions are 
easily removable.” 


Tells of Wisconsin Solution, 

Mr. Bkern then outlined the system adopt- 
ed in Wisconsin. 

“Our commission of legislators,” he said, 
“Passed a law ordering the investigation 
of each building once every three months. 
The fire departments make the reports, be- 
cause if they failed the state fire marshal 
would not pay them a 2 per cent tax. By 
this method each house owner is advised 
that if he improves his premises he can 
obtain insurance at a lower rate. That is 
teaching them by dollars and cents.“ 

John C. McDonnell, chief of the fire pre- 
vention bureau of Chicago, described the 
work done by this city in the same lines. Chi- 
cago has, however, only twenty-six inspec- 
tors.

O ypu love children? Do you often wish 
that little feet were pattering on the 
floors of your house? Do you think of 
the pleasure that it would give you to 
take them into thé park to roll on the 

grass and play ball and do all of the happy lit- 
tle things that babies love to do and have 80 
3 chance of doing in the city of busy moth- 
ers 

I am sure that there are a lot of girls just like 
you who would love to take care of a few little 
tots, but who don’t know exactly how to go 
about finding them to take care of. Here's 4 
letter that you'll want to read: 

“I wanted to do something to earn money 
at home, but I didn’t know what to do. I al- 
ways loved chiidren, and I hoped that I could 
do something with them. But I couldn't make 
little dresses for them, because I wasn't strong 
enough to sew. I had to do something that 
would take me out of doors as much as possi- 
ble. I wasn't working because I was trying to 
grow strong. But I did want to earn a little 
money if I possibly ‘could,

One day I read among the suggestions how 
a girl had made money taking care of children. 
And I decided right then that I'd try that way. 
I wrote to her and asked her if she would tell 
me how she had done it. She replied that she 
had gone around to her friends first and taken 
care of their babies while they went to the the- 
ater or to an afternoon affair. And they had 
recommended her to others, and finally she had 
more than she could do. And she also said that 
if she were I she uld put a little advertise- 
ment in the Home Workers’ Market Place call- 
ing attention to the fact that I would take 
care of children by the hour or by the day. 

“I followed her advice. 
vertisement in, and besides that, I went to my 
friends—although I have very few who have 
babies to be taken care of—and I asked them 
to let me have the opportunity of proving to 
them that I could be a good nursemaid. 

“You cannot imagine how very encouraging 
all of the answers that I had to my advertise- 
ments and my requests were. I hadn't the 
least idea that there were so many women in 
the city who had children and who didn't have 
any one to take care of them. 

“T have almost a regular day nursery now. 
I am making lots of money, and I never was 
happier in my life. I wonder why more girls 
who love babies don’t try that sort of work. 

“T take the children out into the park every 
day, and I'm going to keep on doing that until 
it gets very cold. They romp and play games 
and get rosy cheeks, and their mothers all de- 
clare that they never saw them so well and 


happy.”

Isn't that a pleasant thing to do? I have 
often noticed mothers with babies on their arms 
trying to get across the crowded streets and 
in and out of crowded elevators, and I have 
often thought that if they could possibly find 
some one to take care of their babies at home 
every one would be much happier.

WASHINGTON BEEF (Bœuf Washington).— 
Time of preparation, one-half hour. Left over 
beef, two tablespoons of butter, one onion, three 
tablespoons of tomato purée, two tablespoons of 
meat juice, some whole tomatoes. Here is a 
recipe for the utilization of left over beef, which, 
however, must be underdone and excellent: Cut 
the meat in thin slices and take out the sinews 
and fat, making each piece of the same form

and size. Put into a frying pan a large table- 
spoon of butter and when it is hot brown. a 
finely minced onion in it. Add the three table- 
spoons of tomato purée and the two tablespoons 
of meat juice. Mix well; season with a pinch 
of cayenne pepper, a little salt, and a table- 
spoon of English sauce. The sauce is optional, 
but it gives more of flavor to the preparation. 
Stir continually and cook until it boils. Then 
put in the slices of meat. After this be care- 
ful not to let it boil, for the meat will harden. 
As soon as the meat is hot serve it. 

TOMATO ACCOMPANIMENT.—Prepare at 
the same time some small and round peeled to- 
matoes by baking them in the oven, placing on 
each of them a little piece of butter, some 
pepper, and some salt. When the tomatoes are 
well cooked serve them whole with the hot meat.

AMERICAN SALAD.— Time of preparation, 
one-half hour. For six people use four fine 
stalks of celery, eight eggs, some olive oil, mus- 
tard, one-half pound of potatoes, and five or 
six fine tomatoes. Choose three or four stalks 
of celery and wash it with care, using only the 
white part, cut in little dice of as nearly equal 
size as possible. Have the eggs boiled and 
cooked; separate the whites from the yolks; cut 
the first into dice and powder the second. Mix 
the whole, cover with a good mayonnaise to 
which add a tablespoon of mustard, and dress 
in pyramid. Put this together some hours before 
using. Garnish with slices of boiled potato, al- 
ternating with slices of tomato. This “plat” 


is easy to prepare and make an attractive dish 
on the table 
->- 

Our large sweet pumpkin, of salmon color 
rather than deep yellow, like the common vari- 
ety, is probably more like what Europeans use 
for soups, for frying, and for many other pur- 
poses, like pickling, than anything else we have. 
The people who sell it divide the vegetable ac- 
cording to request into pieces costing but a cent 
or two or into larger pieces. A small piece is 
put into each of several kinds of soups, espe- 
clally those made entirely of vegetables. The 
above mentioned journal has the following 
recipe: 

PUMPKIN SOUP.—Time of preparation, one 
and one-half hours. For six people use two 
pounds of pumpkin, a pint of milk, one good 
tablespoon of rice, two scant tablespoons of but- 
ter, half a cup of cream, and a tablespoon of 
flour. Peel and take out the seeds and cut the 
pulp into small bits. Put into a saucepan on the 
fire the pint of milk and when it boils add a 
heaping tablespoon of rice. At the same time 
put on in another saucepan a quart af salted 
water and put the pumpkin in this. When the 
pumpkin is well cooked make a purée of it by 
putting it through a sieve, and add to it the 
butter, Let the purée simmer on a gentle fire. 
After an hour add the rice and bind the soup 
with a little flour. If you wish to make it finer 
add some double cream instead of the flour. The 
general counsel is to sweeten lightly the milk 
in which the rice is cooked.

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LEASED CLAYHOLE 
MAY NOT BE USED 


City.Gets Land South of Grace 
Street Pit for “Treat- 
ing” Plant. 


COMMISSION VISITS SITE. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The clayhole dump for garbage at Grace 
street and the drainage canal was inspected 
yesterday by the city wastes commission, 
which was appointed to find a permanent 80- 
lution of the entire waste problem. 

Numerous questions were asked, but the 
comments were few. «Certain information 
was obtained which heretofore nas not been 
generally disseminated. . 

It appears the city probably will not use 
for a garbage depository the thirty-two 
acres which the council voted to lease last 
Monday. The chances are that it will be 
wtilized as a dump for other refuse. 


Another Site for Dump. 

The garbage probably will be dumped in 
a clayhole to the south of Grace street, which 
Health Commissioner Young has obtained 
free of charge. At least the plant for 
“treating the garbage is being erected on 
thisland. The Great Lakes Dredgeand Dock 
company had workers there yesterday con- 
structing a dock for the city. Teams an“ 
scrapers were being used to level off the 
ground. Carpenters were at work on a frame 
building, and masons were erecting some 
brick work for valves. 

This location, it was explained, is more 
suitable because there is a small lagoon near 
the canel. which it is intended to use as a 
tank in which to treat the garbage, instead 
of using wooden or metal vats. Overa small 
ridge is an enormous clay pit, and electric 
engines are to be installed to pump the water 
out of it. A drain from the pit to the cana! 
is being dug, and poles for electric wires 
already have been erected. 


Why the Compensation? 

The property which the council decided to 
lease lies north of Grace street. The mem- 
bers of the commission were told it had been 
used as a dump for dry refuse since last 
April. No compensation was paid the com- 
pany for that privilege and none was asked 
until the negotiations to purchase the plant 
of the Chicago Reduction company failed on 
Oct. 1. Then the council agreed to purchase 
it for $4,500 an acre, and later agreed to lease 
it with an option to purchase. The lease pro- 
vides the city shall pay 5 per cent on a valua- 
tion of $4,500 an acre and the taxea. That 
will total about $9,800 a year. 

Why the eity should pay such a sum for 
a service to the owners now when nothing 
was charged for six months was something 
that some of the aldermen could not under

PARIS. Oct. 9.—Mrs. Bmmeline Pankhurst, 
preparing to sail for New York, said today 
that she thinks it proper for her to take 
money for her American speeches and that 
she does not believe that Dr. Anna Shaw and 
other American suffragists seriously criti- 
ciged her for her intention to do so. 

“ I cannot believe that Dr. Shaw expressed 
disapproval of me speaking for money or 
that she was correctly quoted as saying she 
regrets my coming.“ Mra. Pankhurst said. 
„There must be some mistake. I chose this 
time for an American trip because the Brit- 
ish parliament is not sitting and I am fully 
recovered from the ravages of my dreadful 
prison experiences. 

I believe that my contact with Americans 
will encourage both them and me. I will nxt 
get the money that I collected. It will go to 
the British suffraget cause. In all world 
movements it is legitimate for one branch te 
obtain assistance from another. 


Will Not Advise Militancy. 

I do not presume to advise the American 
suffragists. They are doing splendidly. I 
shall not advise militancy in America. I 
shall only explain our own fight and our atti- 


, tude on the social evil questions. Militancy 


is not necessary in America; in England we 
could not obtain the vote without it. 


“Were we men, cannon already would 


have been used. Ulster is drilling soldiers 
for violent resistance to home rule. Women 
put life above property. The government's 
position is the opposite. Americans ought 
to understand that. ‘They had several 
clashes with the British. Our movement is 
a real revolution and you cannot fight with 
rosewater. 

After my American tour I shall return te 
England, where I am scheduled to speak. 
I shall fight until the government realizes 
that its position is insufferable and gives us 
the vote. 

IJ am not preparing to fight for admission 
to America. 1 cannot believe that the Hilis 
island authorities will seriously object to my 
entry. * 

„On technical grounds I am assured there 
can be no hindrance to my visiting the United 
States. The only opposition is raised by op- 
ponents of woman suffrage.”

LONDON, Oct. 9.—The belief of the mili-

sion’ from its énactment.

The average yield of 
spring wheat was 13 bu, compared to 17.2 
bu a year ago.

The government October crop report issued 


from the September report except in the oats 
estimate, which was raised from 1,066,000,000 
bu to 1,122,000,000 bu. 

As expected, the condition of corn was 
placed about the same as last month, 65.3, 
compared to 65.1, but the October par used 
brought the indicated yield up tog. 373. 000, 000 
bu, 22,000,000 bu more than was indicated last 
month. 5 

On spring wheat the estimate was lowered 
slightly, the total being 242,700,000 bu, and 
the total wheat crop, wirter and spring, was 
placed at.753,000,000 bu, exceeding the yield 
of last year by 23,000,000 bu. 


Rains General Over Corn Belt. 
Rains were general during the month past 
over the corn belt, breaking the long drought 
that did such great damage to the corn crop, 
but they were too late to make any material 


In the northwest there was not the expected 
improvement looked for in spring wheat re- 
turns, and private estimates were not con- 
firmed by the government figures. It was 
generally expected the October figures on 
spring wheat would exceed the September 
figures substantially.

Swings Despite Lack of 
Influential News. 


NO UNION PACEFIC MELON, | dma: 


Predictions of Cash Distribution 
Fail When Directors Take 
No Action. 


New York, Oct. Dre stock market of 
today was a contradictory affaiz, Prices 
moved up and down in abrupt swings during 
the fore part of the day, although there 
wak nothing in the way of definite news to 
account for the fluctuations. 

For several weeks the street had heard 
confident predictions of an extra cash dis- 
tribution on Union Pacific out of the proceeds 
of the sale of Southern Pacific stock. It 
was largely on the strength of these pre- 
dictions that Union Pacific was pushed up 
to 162% less than a fortnight ago. 

But the announcement today by the di- 
rectors that no action would be taken at 
present had little effect. 


Lovett Explains Lack of Action. 

R. S. Lovett, chairman of the Union Pacific 
Ratlroad company, issued a statement in be- 
half of the company. It follows: 

“The question of the disposition to be 
made of the large cash fund realized by the 
Union Pacific railroad from the proceeds of 
the recent sale of Southern Pacific stock 
and possibly of certain other assets of the 
company has received the earnest and careful 
attention of the executive committee and 
the board of directors, and the conclusion 
has been arrived at that existing circum- 
stances make it inexpedient to deal with this 
subject at present. 

“To avoid misunderstanding, however, it 
is deemed right to state that none of the va- 
rious plans which have thus far been consid- 
ered and discussed contemplated any division 
of surplus either in cash or securities, which 
in its result would have increased the present 
yield of the stock.“ 


Market Is Seesaw Affair. 

After a decline at the opening, the market 
picked up and gave a mild display of strength 
during the morning, with Union Pacific, Can, 
and Steel showing to best advantag und 
the noon hour the list dropped abruptly, 
reaching lowest prices for the long decline, 
Southern Pacific and Rock Island preferred 
touched new low figures for the year.

New York, Oct. 9.—[Special.]—Again today 
that potent run making machine piloted by 
Connie Mack asserted itself, and with such 
potency that Philadelphia won a hollow run- 
away victory over the Giants in the third 
game of the series for the championship of 
the universe by the eloquent score of 8 to 2. 

The Mackmen trounced Big Jeff Tesreau 80 
hard that he was removed while yet there 
were a few pieces left of him in the seventh 
inning, and it was only an act of mercy to 
relieve him, for the Giants had no chance to 
win the combat at the time. And Tesreau, 
whose name henceforth is net Big Jeff but 
the more commonplace one of Charles given 
him soon after his original birthday, was 
counted on by many as McGraw’s best card 
in ‘this series. 


Bush Earns Name in Baseball, 

While the overthrow of New York's tower- 
ing spitball pitcher was taking place a young- 
ster of little repute was carving his name 
high on one of the pillars inside baseball's 
hall of fame. Leslie J. Bush is the name, 
but the Leslie does not listen like a real 
ball player among ball players, so his mates 
have kindly rechristened him Joe. This Joe 
Bush proved the unknown quantity which 
C. McGillicuddy had up his sleeve all the 
time, for he pitched a magnificent game 
against the Giants and in spite of his patcity 
of years and experience was as cool and 
nervy as any one could expect. 

Few thought Manager Mack would pick 


Bush from among his young hurlers for this 


important battle with so much depending on 
its result. Bush has shown a tendency to 
.Wildness in critical spots during the season 
and the general impression is that lack of 
control usually indicates want of the nerve 
to put the ball up where it can be hit. 


Mates Good to Young Hurler. 

Mack showed his great knowledge of hu- 
man nature in his choice of a slabman, for 
Bush proved up to the world’s series stand- 
ard and emerged an easy victor over an ad- 
versary whom many had expected to be the 
new hero of this series. No young aspirant 
for final honors ever had an easier initiation, 
atthat. No budding hero ever went into the 
baptism of fire with better protection. His 
teammates surrounded him with an asbestos 
blanket made out of three runs in the first 
inning and two in the second, and if there is 
anything likely to produce coolnéss and con- 


_. fidence in a pitcher under fire it is a margin 


of five tallies right early in the fray. 

What might have eventuated but for that 
Viciously successful attack on Tesreau in the 
opening rounds never will be known. It may 
be guessed by lovers of baseball postmortéms 
in later years, but never with any certainty.

Collins again was the hitting marvel with 
two singles and a three bagger in five 
Baker had to be content with two 
singles, but he put both in timely spots 
where they drove in tallies. Eddie Murphy 
and Oldring also grabbed a pair of safeties 
and McInnis was the only man of the Mack 
tribe whose bat went hungry all day long. 

Even Bush cut in with a scratch single. 
F'-ven of Philadelphia's twelve safe hits 
were made off Tesreau. The only one off 


Old Doc Crandall was Schang’s four baser. 


Ot the ve hits scored off Bush two were 
scratches and all except one were lucky. 
Shafer’'s two base drive down the left foul 
line was the only smash that was absolutely 
clean. The resonance of the Athletic hits 
made it certain that a spitball pitcher has 
few terrors for them. They have had plenty 
of experience wtih the best of that style of 


delivery in the American league and seem to 


have learned how to cope with the stuff that 
the weighty Giant hurler had. Few were 
tempted to go after the spitball, but bided 
their time until they could take a toe hold 
and smash his fast ones. There was no mis 
taking the sound of the bat. and feveral 
well meant drives were nabbed by McGraw- 
ites. 


Merkle Back in Game. 
The Giants presented a more stalwart front 
with Merkle back on first base and able to 


get around fairly well in spite of a swollen 


ankle. He proved as weak in front of Bush's 
hurlihg as Wiltse would have ard did not get 
on base until he was passed in the seventh in- 
ning. Then McGraw quickly put George 
Wiltse in as pinch runner and later as first 
sacker. 

MeLean hed a much harder time handling 
Tesreau's delivery than that of Mathewson 
the day before and the Athletics took full 
advantage of it. Only a double steal of 
third and second was executed against Larry 
and it happened in the first inning when it 
was of the greatest psychological value to 
the visitors. McLean drove in the é@rst of 
New York’s runs in the fifth inning and was 
replaced by Claude Cooper, who achieved a 
place in the official records of the great event 
by stealing a base off Schang. 


Doyle Plays Brilliant Eall. 
Doyle, who erred twice in yesterday's game, 
was the strongest factor in the Giant defense 
today. His feature effort was a jumping 
catch of a liner which robbed McInnis of a 


sure hit in the fourth inning and resulted in 


a double play. This terrninated the rally 
which drove Tesreau to cover. Doyle was 
behind Crandall greatly assisting the doctor 
in stopping that assault.

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—Uhlan, 
king of harness horses, today trotted a mile 
with a running mate in 1:54%, the best previ- 
ous mar t that hitch being the 2:08 of 
Ayres P., made in 1893. 

It was Uhlan’s final public appearance, al- 
though until the trial was over that fact 
was known only to C. K. G. Billings, owner 
of the horse. Directly after the performance 
Mr. Billings said to me: 

„This is the last of Uhlan as a public per 
former. Some time ago I decided I would re- 
tire the gelding at a time when he was at his 
best. I never could endure the thought of 
having him, if kept in training for public ex- 
hibitions, come to the inevitable day when 
nature would assert itself and a failure mark 
the end of a career which always had been a 
brilliant success. 


Holds an Enviable Record. 

Right now Uhlan has done much more 
than any other horse ever accomplished. He 
has trotted the fastest mile, in harness, 1:58, 
and gone more public miles in 2:00 or better 
than any other trotter. His wagon record 
of 2:00 equals that of Lou Dillon. This week 
he has trotted the fastest quarter ever seen; 
0:27, and has beaten the best previous mile 
by a teotter with running mate by eight and 
one-half seconds. 

Furthermore, he has the world’s trotting 
record on a half mile track, 2:02%;, a half 
mile record of :56½ to wagon, and has 
trotted three-quarters of a mile faster than 
any other horse. 

He easily could lower the world’s record 
for a trotter under saddle, 2:08, but I do not 
feel like putting 145 pounds on Uhlan when 
he is in racing condition, and therefore in 
much lower flesh than a horse should be to 
carry the weight named under saddle. 

‘When this meeting is ended Uhlan will 
be shipped to New York City with the horses 
used by me under saddle.

The score was 6 to 5, and a verdict wasn’t 
reached until thirteen innings of desperate 
fighting had been finished. A tremendous 
crowd, lacking only a few hundred of 30,000, 
reveled in the glory of the contest as the two 

teams struggled on the field for nearly three 
hours, the end coming when shades of night 
were approaching with threats of stopping 
the battle as a tie. 

One spasmodic inning early in the game 
wrought havoc on each side. The Cubs came 
out of the fray with the small margin of one 
tally in their favor. Before the excitement of 
that mélée had subsided, they added another. 
Then, with the west siders two runs to the 
good, the battle settled into a grind, with the 
Sox putting every ounce of strength in their 
attack to pull up from behind. 


Sox Tie Score in Bighth. 

By means of a driving in the sixth 
they pushed one man home, and rallying with 
every remaining atom of their power, they 
got the tying run in the eighth, and set all 
south side rooters fraatic with joy. 

But to all indications the last bit of energy. 
of the valiant south side athletes had been 
exhausted in that attack, for they scarcely 
even threatened again.

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MORRIS LOSES FIGHT ON FOUL 


Unintentional Blow Gives Serap 
to Gunner Smith, 


VICTOR TARGET OF HOOTING. 


Oklahoman Leads When Bout Is 
Stopped in Fifth Round. 


New York, Oct. 9.—[Special, ]—Referee Billy 
Joh stopped the Carl Morris-‘! Gunboat "’ 
Smith fight in the fifth round tonight at the 
Garden A. C. after Morris had hit low, the 
blow doubling up Smith on the ropes. It was 
the third offense, but each time the blow was 
unintentional and was not hard enotigh to 
cause damage. | 

It was the general opinion around the ring 
that Smith wanted to stop after using every- 
thing he had and finding Morris coming 
stronger every round. The gunner picked a 
good spot to “ toss it.“ There is little doubt 
that Morris would have eventually won the 
fight. Smith cracked him a dozen rights on 
the jaw while he was strong and fresh, then 
using the same hand to the body, but failed 
to make any impression on the Sapulpa giant. 


Crowd Hoots Gunner Smith. 

It was some time after the disqualification 
that Smith left his corner, being roundly 
hooted by the crowd. He appeared unhurt 
in his dressing room while walking about 
with apparent ease. Morris was staggered 
twice during the fight, but was getting better 
each round and was forcing it from bell to 
dell. 

The weights announced were, Smith 183% 
pounds and Morris 237% pounds. Morris 
forced the fight in the first round, falling 
heavily on Smith in the clinches. Smith was 
wild, missing a right and left for the head, 
but a second attempt with the right staggered 
Morris. The Oklahoman held on to save 
himself until the bell. 

They roughed it in the second round. Mor- 
ris rushing Smith to the ropes. In the ex- 
changes Smith appeared to tire, swinging 
wildly and allowing Morris to counter with 
rights and lefts. Morris rushed matters and 
landed several one-two punches that forced 
Smith to back up, The gunner looked wor- 
ried at the bell. 


Morris Takes Punishment, 
Smith took courage in the third round, 
scoring a dozen corking rights on the body, 
while Morris pounded the kidneys at close 
quarters. Morris stood up under the blows 
like the iron man he is without even wino- 


ing. 

Smith had Morris bad in the fourth round 
from two rights on the body, bringing the 
right to the jaw each time. Morris fell in 
swinging both hands for the body. Morris 
hit low, Smith doubling up and going to his 
corner in ‘pain. 

The men were only a minute on the way in 
the fifth round, with Morris doing the heavy 
work when Smith doubled up on the ropes 
after being slightly touched on the groin.
